Examination of Mrs. Hodgdon at’ 
the clinic revealed that she had 
gone blind from detachment of 
the retina. 

This strange affliction attacks. 
the delicate recording membrane. | 
It causes the retina to tear away 
from the back of the eyeball where | 
it is stretched smoothly to receive | 
images that come into the eye. 


Last June a physician discovered 
that the same condition that’ 
robbed Mrs. Hodgdon of sight was 
slowly bringing blindness to Mary 
Hope. 

High-powered instruments in the 
Elks’ eye clinic showed a ring of 
tiny cysts had ruptured around 
the ledge of the left eye’s retina. | 
The displacement was total. The 
retina had torn free and. was 
curled back. Sight was gone. 

Mary Hope could still see from 
her right eye. However, examina- 
tion showed a similar ring of 
sight-destroying cysts forming at 
the retinal edge. 

The eye clinic staff was faced 
with two alternatives. They could 
discharge the child with the hope 
she would not develop blindness, 
or they could perform a relatively 
dangerous operation to save the 
retina. 

Mary Hope’s blind parents were 
told of the dilemma. They gave 
their consent to an operation. The 
first half of the surgery was done 
last June. 

Last examination of the child’s 
eye showed that the first half of 
the operation was successful. 

Next month she will enter the 
clinic to receive the-last half of 
the operation which staff physi- 
cians are confident will save the 
last eye of the Hodgdon family.

ABOARD USS CABOT IN THE CARIBBEAN—Somehow 
you come to trust a Naval aviator. 


When we shoved off on this 
cruise, she was very specific about 
my not flying off the carrier. 
Wasn’t safe for a man with a wife 
and kids, said she. 

Well, I really meant to be a good 
sport about it and not go off ca-| 
vorting in the air with a bunch of) 
reserves who hadn’t seen an air- 
craft carrier in four years.

Loses License

ST. JOHN 


The former operator of Progressive Distributors in At- 
lanta—which figures high in the State’s probe of dry county 
sales in 1947—lost his Albany wholesale license yesterday as 
State Revenue Commissioner Charlie Redwine heard charges 


against five dealers. , 

Indications today are that the 
Federal Government .will launch 
an investigation into records of 
Georgia liquor dealers. 

Charles Tyson, of Albany, was 
accysed of selling almost $2,000,- 
000 worth of liquor, mostly in dry 
counties, since May, 1947. Special 
State Investigator Claude Shaw 
said Tyson operated “the notori- 
ous Progressive Distributors in At- 
lanta” in 1947, and then moved to 
Albany to open the Albany 
Wholesalers, Inc., in 1948. He 
charged Tyson, in both businesses, 
“violated every law in the books” 
as he sold to dry counties. 

Shaw asked Redwine to revoke 
the licenses of the Sans Souci 
Wholesalers in Albany and the Co- 
lumbus Wine Company, of Colum- 
bus and Albany, both of which 
were represented by friends of the 
Talmadge adrhninistration at. the 
hearing, and the Brunswick Bever- 
age Company. 

Redwine permitted these three 
companies to hear Shaw’s detailed 
cases against them, and then pre- 
sent their defense next Wednes- 
day. He offered the same opportu- 
nity to Tyson, but Tyson said he 
was ready for a hearing yesterday- 

Hearing of charges against the 
United Distributing Company, of 
Augusta, was deferred until next 
Wednesday at the company’s re 
quest. 

Shaw charged the Columbus 
Wine Company with covering up 
their dry county sales by paying 
two Columbus retail dealers $1 a 
case to be listed as the “recipi- 
ents” of all the liquor. He intro- 
duced an affidavit by T. A. God- 
frey, one of the Columbus retail- 
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hat showing that he bought only 
1,858 cases from the company be- 
tween January and August, 1949, 
while Federal records of the com- 
pany. listed 3,333 cases sold to God- 
frey. Godfrey’s affidavit said some 
of the liquor listed in invoices to 
him, which he did not receive, 
was moved to dry-county bootleg- 


it. Federal records showed the 
Columbus Wine Company selling 
liquor in many dry counties—rec- 
ords filed with the State did not 
show any dry county sales, Shaw 
pointed out. 


H. R. Peterson, of the Federal 
Alcohol Tax Unit, who was used 
as a witness by Shaw, said he was 
very interested in the discrepan-|——“———a 
cies between the State and Fed- 
eral records. 

Dan Brosman, operator of Sans 
Souci, listed 181 cases of LQUOT | mmmnrrrmne 
as “sales expenses,” Shaw said. 
Redwine asked the Federal officer 
if the use of liquor as “sales ex- 
| penses” was customary. 

“I’m about as interested as you 
are in what he did with the 181 
cases listed as sales expenses,” Pe- 
| terson told Redwine. “It is most 
unusual to enter anything as sales 
expenses.” 


Shaw charged Brosman and the 
Brunswick Beverage Company 
covered the illegal sale of LIQUOT | mre 
to unlicensed persons by listing 
the sales as “sold to self.” To be- 
gin with, it is illegal for a whole- 
saler to sell liquor to himself, 
Shaw said. 

Records show that the Bruns- 
wick company sold 81 cases to it- 
self in one month, 88 cases in an- 
other month, 60 in another month, 
and these sales run from June, 
'1948, through July, 1949, Shaw 
| said. Lark Bragg, auditor for 
| Shaw’s office, quoted the company 
manager as stating this liquor ac- 
tually was sold at retail to “vari- 
ous persons in Brunswick.”

Arthur and GBI Lt. W. D. White, 
both of Americus, that the Sans 
Souci firm and Columbus Wine 
Company were “flooding dry Sum-

Shaw’s charges of past law viola- 
tions, but he asked Redwine to 
look at his record since he re- 
ceived his new license last April. 
Redwine said Tyson’s past record 
made him unfit to operate a liquor 
wholesale firm.

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It Just Doesn't Make Sense 


It is more than a little puzzling that the 
same Government which recently has 
charged two corporations with monopolis- 
tic practices should view with utmost equi- 
librium a system which permits a single 
union to shut off all steel production and 


another to stop coal mining. 


One of the corporations being prose- 
cuted by the Government does approxi- 
mately 30 percent of the business in its 
field. The other*does only about 6% per- 
cent. But the Government claims these 
corporations are injurious to free trade 
and wants them broken up. The suits are, 
in fact, suits against bigness. 

What is puzzling, though, is the devious 
reasoning by which the corporations, 
which do a fractional part of the business 

In their fields, are deemed a menace to the 
public, while labor unions, which control 
an industry 100 percent and which do not 
hesitate to shut off all or part production 
at their pleasure, are given the Govern- 
ment’s blessings. : 


We are aware that unions are not sub- 
ject to the antitrust laws—Sthat industry- 
wide bargaining is permissible under the 
law. 

_ That is just the point. 
All thoughtful persons are becoming 


deeply concerned over the threat to the 
national welfare inherent in industry-wide 
bargaining. The President’s steel Fact- 
Finding Board was troubled over this 
problem and declared it was evident that 
the “original conception of collective bar- 
gaining on a plant-by-plant basis has hard- 
ly been observed in the steel industry.” 

‘It has been replaced by industry-wide 
bargaining. The individual plant owner 
has, in most cases, little or nothing to say 
about the wages or working conditions of 
his own employees. . In fact, he is quite 
likely to find himself a party to a contract 
which will put him out of business. 

In the coal industry John L. Lewis not 
only controls the miners but he controls 
the supply of coal, as was demonstrated 
when miners were allowed to work only 
three days a week in order to deplete coal 
stocks in preparation for a walkout that 
came Monday. 

It is the average citizen who shivers for 
lack of coal and who suffers out the short- 
age of goods when steel is scarce. The de- 
gree of his hardship is not dependent upon 
whether it was caused by labor or business. 
The alacrity with which the Government 
pounces on corporations, and the kid 
gloves with which it deals with unions 
just doesn’t make sense to him. Nor to us. 


The Klan and Back Taxes 


It seems to us that the vigilance of the 
Collector of Internal Revenue, Marion 
Allen, is to be commended. 

Mr. Allen has filed a second lien for 
back income taxes of $8,383.72 against the 
Association of Georgia Klans. The Klan 
organization only recently paid one back 
assessment of $9,332.47. That makes a total 
of $17,716.21 in Federal income taxes 
which the Klan is charged with evading. 


Uncle Sam Bends an Ear 


There was quite a tizzy over at the 
hearings on illegal sales of liquor in dry 
counties yesterday when a small retailer 
gave away a racket. He gave a statement 
Saying he had received $1 per case for 
being a party to false records. He would 
sign a statement he had received so many 
cases of the stuff when in reality most of 
it went to a bootlegger in a dry county. 
The federal reports showed the discrep- 
ancy. 

Now, this is interesting and there 
should be, if the boys are smart, a rush to 
the mourner’s bench.

GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 


Sees Devaluation As a Wise Move 


WASHINGTON—For the layman who is untutored in the intricacies of foreign exchange, the 
beneficial effects of the British devaluation of the pound sterling will not be immediately apparent. 
The subject is one of so many complexities that fe w people may be expected to fully comprehend the 


meaning of the action taken in London Sunday 


What the British have done 1s to reduce, in 
terms of American dollars, the value of their 
own currency—the pound sterling—from $4.03 to 
$2.80, thus making is possible for goods from 
the sterling bloc of nations to sell more freely 
in the dollar markets of the United States. 


The reduction amounts to 30% percent. Theo- 
retically, this means that an American dollar 
will buy almost a third more in British goods 
than it formerly did before the devaluation. 

Most competent observers are agreed that 
the long-range results will be beneficial, not only 
to world trade, which has been sadly out of 
balance since the end of the late war, but also 
to conditions in this country. 


Perhaps the most immediate effect will 
be to stop the flight away from the pound. 
Monetary experts have long contended that 
the pound was greatly overvalued in terms 
of the dollar. This has caused a rush of 
holders of British currency to convert their 
pounds into dollars. Now such efforts at con- 
version may be expected to end. 


' For another thing, American buyers of Brit- 
ish goods have held back in their purchases in 
recent months because of the feeling that ulti- 
mate devaluation of the pound was inevitable. 
They preferred to hold down their commitments 
to a minimum against the day when the dollar 
would bring more. Now this will also be 
stopped, with the opposite tendency coming into 
play through the opportunity offered to buy Brit- 
ish goods at what may seem more like bargain 
prices. 

The whole basis of the present British dollar 
crisis has rested on their inability to sell enough 
of their goods in the American market to offset 
their dollar requirements for purchasing« much- 
needed goods from us. One of the chief reasons 
for their failure has been the price of their 
goods—too high in comparison with American 
prices. Devaluation of the pound is designed to 
correct this situation. 

Britain and the whole of Europe are in need 
of far more of our goods than they have been 
able to buy. They have been held back by the 
lack of dollars. Many of our monetary experts 
foresee the opportunity, through the devaluation 
scheme paced by the British, to open up new 
markets for American products. This will come 
about through an expansion of world trade, with 
foreign countries able to sell more of their goods 
here. 

One of the ultimate benefits to us may be a 
lowering of our inflated price structure. It is 
only reasonable to believe that if we have an in- 
flux of cheaper British goods competitive Amer-

ican products will have to fall into line. Thus 
we may be able to squeeze some of our inflated 
value out of present high prices, which are still 
far above prewar levels. 


But whether the British devaluation plan 
succeeds or not depends on their ability to 
hold production costs to present levels, or 
even reduce them further, if possible. If the 
gains made by the British through devalua- 
tion are to be lost by a later rise in labor 
costs, then the new currency move will come 
to naught. It will be up to the British Gov- 
ernment and British producers to hold the 
price line of their goods at a point where 
they will have a popular appeal in the 
American dollar market. 


What the British Government has done is 
bold and imaginative. Tradition held them back 
for a long time against any change in the value 
of the pound: It probably would have been 
better for them if they had taken the action 
much earlier. . 


But this much may be said of the British. 
Once they decide on a course of action they do 
not resort to half measures. It is the whole hog 
or nothing with them. In the previous specu- 
lation other devaluation of the pound, most in- 
formed opinion had ventured that $3.50 would 
be about as low as they could go. Instead the 
government took the lowest figure at which the 
pound has sold on the Swiss free money mar- 
ket—$2.80. 

That appears to have been a wise move be- 
cause it leaves no room for the complaint that 
the devaluation ordered amounts to only a 
gesture.

P : This ability to mass produce has made us the world’s 
ower : 

greatest power. Because of it, we could supply our far- 
flung allies in a. great war with food and weapons. Even more 
amazing, we could maintain our retail stores and our wholesale 
suppliers with many choices of consumer goods and allow a gen- 
erous ration of meats, fats and gasoline. 


Farms Nothing, no other method, can stand against this indus- 

trial power of mass production. It is reaching out to 
engulf the farms. There is not a farmer in America who is not 
adding machinery, or who would not add it if he had the money 
to buy. 

Here, too, the mass production, or streamline techniques, are 
at work. For example, the old-fashioned large milking barn is no 
more. Replacing it are smaller ‘milking parlors’ where smaller 
numbers of cows may be milked by electric milkers with one or 
two men supervising the entire operation. 


Combines, hay balers, corn pickers—all these reduce the num- 
ber of operations. With one tractor and two trailer wagons, load- 
ing operations may be doubled in speed and efficiency. There are 
dozens of illustrations of how mechanization has moved to the 
farms ‘and brought with them the mass-production techniques. 
The flame weeder and cultivator, the mass handling of citrus 
fruit, the cotton picker—these are merely additional illustrations. 


Bi ness There is no escaping another fact. Mass production 
g means big enterprise. The Government is showing 
more and more concern with “bigness.” No one denies the pres- 
sures on the small operation today. 


Actually, there is little of new technology in the picture. There 
are new machines, yes. But what we have done in developing 
mass production is to learn how to arrange the physical force of 
man and machine for a joint operation. 


Problem Now we have no political technique to meet, or 

match, the social and political order produced by 
mass production’s effects. That is rather obvious from the terrific 
convulsions going on within our social and political structures. 
Fortunately, it always has been able to stretch, constrict and adjust. 
Our social system also is in the horse-and-buggy stages.

All those jingles which today we call nursery 

rhymes were, originally, sly, satiric verses about 

some scandal or political incident of their times. 

The people of those times understood, perfectly, the symbolic ref- 

erences and they were, undoubtedly, very funny and, in many 
instances, very biting. ® 

Although you may not know the persons or incidents to which 
they refer it is easy to imagine typical references. For instance, 
you guess the sort of figure in the public eye dubbed, in the rhyme 
of.a particular day, “Old Mother Hubbard.” Maybe treasurer of 
some government or organization who had embezzled the funds 
entrusted to his care so that the treasury, or “cupboard,” was empty 
when the time came to pay some creditor, or find a “bone” for her 
“poor -dog.” 

In the same way, you can reconstruct a story about actual people 
behind such rhymes as “Baa, baa, black sheep, have you any wool 
... or “Sing a song of sixpence .. .” or “Mary, Mary, quite con- 
trary ...” etc., etc. 

These rhymes, obviously, date back to a day when there were 
no newspapers, or at best extremely crude ones, In those days 
news was chiefly disseminated by “news letters” or by word of 
mouth. And, equally obviously, there was probably more gossip 
than real news thus circulated. Undoubtedly, too, much of the 


gossip was quite slanderous in nature. 

The above explanation was necessary to suggest

That is, to make modern nursery rhymes referring to news or gossip 
events of today. Each member of a group may try to create an 
original rhyme and then decide which is the best and.cleverest with 
a prize awarded.

When Are We Going To Face the Facts? 


WASHINGTON—A simple question is raised by the Senate debate on the Military Aid Program 


for Europe. 


This question is: when are we going to face the facts? 


The first fact is that the strategic balance of power which now protects Western Europe from being 
over-run by the Red Army is wholly precarious. 


monopoly of the atomic bomb. 
The second fact is that the Soviet Union is 


top priority is given to the atomic project under 
the ruthlessly efficient direction of former 
N.K.V.D. chief Lavrenti Beria. These facts add 
up to the obvious danger of war in the next 
decade. Moreover, the Joint Chiefs of Staff have 
faced this danger, and have devised a program 


| for dealing with it. 


The program is designed to make possibile 
the defense of Western Europe against the 
Red Army by 1954, when Soviet stockpiling 
of the Beria bomb may be expected to begin. 
This five-year program calls for the expendi- 
ture of eight te twelve billion dollars by the 
United States, coupled with a major effort 
to rearm by the European countries. 


By 1954, it is estimated, the program would 
result in forty-five to fifty European divisions in 
being. Given decisive tactical air superiority, 
it is believed that these fifty divisions could hold 
the Red Army until reinforcements arrived and 
strategical bombing began to take effect. This 
program is by no means over-ambitious. 


The Joint Chiefs estimate that even today, 


| in case of war, the Red Army could put 300 com- 
| plete divisions in the field by the end of the 
| first month. By the end of the first year, the 


Kremlin would dispose of 500 fully armed di- 


visions. Moreover, as the Soviet rearmament ef-

a minority of the Joint Chiefs of Staff's strategic 
planners have concluded that, bar a rearmed 
Germany, Western Europe simply cannot be de- 
fended in case of war. 

Yet a majority of the planners do not agree, 
and their views have prevailed in the’ Joint 
Chiefs’ five-year program for Western European 
rearmament. They believe that the stunning 
statistics of Russian strength are in some measure 
deceptive. 

There are so many imponderables, including 
the degree of effort that Europe is capable of 
making, that this eight to twelve billion dollar 
figure is only a guess. Yet it is an informed 
guess. Taking ten billion dollars as the medium 
figure, yearly appropriations of about two billion 
dollars will be required to fulfill the program. 


This means that the State and Defense 
departments must go back to Congress for 
something close to this sum next Spring. Yet 
there is now some chance that the program 
will be abandoned, or so reduced in scale that 
it will be rendered meaningless. This is be- 
cause the Defense chiefs and others, noting 
the bitter resistance on Capitol Hill to the 
interim M.A.P. outlay, are beginning to 
suspect that it is political nonsense even to 
discuss appropriations on such a scale. 


If they are right, the day will come in five 
years or so when the Kremlin can boast both an 
atomic stockpile and the unquestioned ability to 
take all Europe at will. The balance of power 
will then shift decisively in the Kremlin’s favor, 
and an unthinkable atomic war will become 
almost inevitable.

It Costs More Than the A-Bomb 


NEW YORK—tThe passing show: 


The common cold is one of the great unsolved mysteries of modern 
(and ancient) life. Men of medicine have been engaged officially in 
seeking a remedy for it since about 50 years before the birth of Christ. 


But it was not until two years 


ago that the U. S. Pubic Health 


Service, in a historic stride, was able to announce positively that 
it had isolated a virus causing one type of cold.

The Government Won't Take Her to Court 


NEW YORK—Miss Vivian Kellems, who runs a small factory at Mystic, Conn., has been trying to 
goad, persuade or compel the Treasury of the United “States to prosecute her on a criminal charge 
for intentional, defiant violation of the Withholding Tax Law. Ever since Feb. 20, 1948, she has 
refused to deduct the withholding tax from the wages of the people whom she employs to make a 


device called a.cable-grip which is used principally by telephone and telegraph companies. 


There 


are about 50 of them. Their taxes have been paid all right. She has seen to that herself, at con- 
siderable trouble and expense, by imformally coaching and reminding them. , 


She figures out their owings to the penny, 
helps those who desire her help to save money 
against the quarterly tax day, and helps them 
buy money orders and fill out the tax forms. 
But she simply will not withhold, or collect, 
the tax herself and she is so firmly’ convinced 
that the law is unconstitutional that she has done 
everything she can think of to get herself in- 
dicted. The Treasury admits that these taxes 
have been paid except that there is disagreement 
over a small amount of taxes for the remainder 
of the first quarter of 1948. 


She says the taxes were paid te the penny, 
but the Treasury held otherwise and arbi- 
trarily clipped her bank account for the 
amount which the Collector believed she 
owed, plus penalties. Since then, she has 
been fined regularly, through a euphemistic 
device called a “penalty assessment,” but 
there has been no further gyppage for taxes 
alleged to be due. In fact the Collector, 
John Fitzpatrick, of Hartford, admits that 
they have been paid by the individuals. Rela- 
tions between Miss Kellems and Mr. Fitz- 
patrick have been very pleasant. He prob- 
ably thinks she is a nut for standing up to 
the United States Government whereas she 
obviously thinks that Mr. Fitzpatrick and 
millions of other citizens are poor dumb fools 
who haven’t the sense to realize that this 
wi law does things to the citizens 
which the Constitution doesn’t allow. 

To date, the Government has clipped her 
bank account for a total of $7,818.80. Miss 
Kellems wants it back, of course, and un- 
doubtedly could have it back if she would 
abandon her little rebellion, which ultimately 
may knock the whole thing into the creek and 
win back for the citizen a degree of his freedom 
which has been inched away by the income tax 
amendment and the withholding law. But she 
will not quit. ' 

Meanwhile, she deducted from her own 1948 


income tax payment the amount which the Gov- 
ernment had seized up to then. Thereby she got 
into another jam. The Government does not 
permit its subjects to balance accounts that way. 
The Government may owe you more than you 
owe as income tax. And some bureau with 
thousands of employees and millions of dollars 
worth of modern office machinery may take 
five years to acknowledge and pay the debt. 
But nobody pays any penalty for this negligence 
or spiteful treatment of an individual. But 
George Spelvin, American, with his stubby pencil 
and his eighth grade arithmetic, has to get his 
return in on time or pay a penalty. And if there 
is reason to believe he was delinquent on pur- 
pose, he can be fined, too. ay, Miss Kellems 
tried to withhold from her o tax payment the 
amount the Treasury had grabbed at her bank 
and that started more trouble. 


“Go ahead, indict me,” the girl says. She is 
gray-haired, gray-eyed, stylish and smart. “I 
wish you would haul me into court and give 
me a jury trial,” she says. “I am a law-breaker. 
Officer, do your duty.” 


Why don’t they get a year in jail for willful 
refusal to do this duty? 


The Treasury is afraid of her. This with- 
holding tax is the first experience with the 
income tax of millions of citizens and* they 
are sore about it as Congress knew they 
would be. As the debates ran at the time, 
it was recognized that if the Treasury didn’t 
clip those people week by week before they 
ever got their hands on the money, the 
Treasury would never catch up with about 70 
percent of them. That was the figure hit 
upon at the time. About 30 out of a hundred 
would stay anchored and conscientiously 
make out returns and pay. The rest would 
change jobs, rattle around and elude the 
eatchpolis year after year and the burden on 
the few would increase proportionately.

. A few weeks ago Lon Sullivan, who is 
pretty well known in community service 
circles, declared in public that he thought we could have 
an end to Kluxism and other hate outfits in very short 
order if only businessmen, through their membership in 


numerous luncheon clubs, tried to stop them. 

“We could wipe them out practically overnight,” he said. 

I want to join Mr. Sullivan in his thinking. 

I would like to see more gentlemen of industrial consequence, 
leaders in théir businesses and professions, doing something about 
the real ills of their communities, and fewer of them constructing 
a private case of stomach ulcers worrying about them. 

Before the mail man rushes in with a Santa Claus pack of pro- 
test letters, I want to add that all of tMe civic clubs do much good 
already and I will grant that they need some diversion and “fellow- 
ship.” I have never known exactly what they mean by “fellow- 
ship,” but I think it has something to do with rearing back and 
singing “Pack Up Your Troubles in Your Old Kit Bag,” and clap- 
ping the shoulders of companions on the occasion of their respec- 
tive birthdays. 

There is no men’s luncheon club that I know of that does not 
have a really humane program, most of them dedicated to helping 
the underprivileged boys of their city. They provide camps, parties, 
scholarships, and do all manner of good where it is most needed. 

But I maintain this is medicine, not cure. on 

These men have the strength and the know-how to cut 
open the cancers of society and look at them and see what 
they have become, and they have the courage to administer 
whatever specific remedy is necessary. 

They have the motivation. They and their families will prosper 
only so far as their neighbors’ plights will let them. They are 
inextricably tied up with politics, public welfare, labor and man- 
agement problems, morals, and every other facet that touches the 
life of the community. , 

It seems to me that the basic knot like housing, health, edu- 
cation, racial tensions, government, fear, graft, corruption, are 
entirely within reach of their scalpel, probably more so than they 
are within the arm’s length of the Grand Jury, or the ministers 
of the gospel to whom they seem to entrust all tangled human 
problems. : 

We have a case in point. A year or so ago the Georgia Jaycees 
took it upon themselves to spearhead a Premarital Health Bill, 
and they girded for action. They did a masterful job of whipping 
up support and public opinion, and the bill became a law. Later, 
the Atlanta chapter of the Junior Chamber of Commerce undertook 
to force through an Anti-Mask Bill through our City Council, and 
it was cleverly planned and executed. That this same group later 
pitted its bright young brains against the problem of exploiting 
a bathing beauty contest probably can be excused under the head- 
ing of diversion or fellowship. Anyway, we have the antimask 
statute. 
What I am trying to say is that these men hold today’s 

main promise. They are the elders and the deacons in the 

churchés, the officeholders in the lodges and the clubs. They 
set the moral tone of their homes and, most of all, they father 
the children who will grow up in the world they bequeath 

to them. : 

For them alone, it would be nice to pack up our troubles in 
an old kit bag and hand the youngsters over a clean slate.

don, are exact reproductions of 
old English school and regi- 
mental d@gigns that have been 
worn by generations of English 


schoolboys and men-at-arms, as 
unmistakable badges of identi- 
fication. Some say that they 
were forerunners of our school 
colors. 

Since it is more or less an ac- 
cepted fact that an Englishman 
regards his school or regiment 
tie with a mixture of affection 
and reverence only second to his 
devotion to ‘King and country, 
it is quite likely that a special 
session of Parliament was nec- 
essary before permission was 
granted to copy and import 
these designs. 

The width and number of the 
stripes and the color combina- 
tions are all indicative of the 
regiment or school they repre- 
sent. Very traditional in de- 
sign, they are composed of diag- 
onal stripes, varying in width 
from one inch to an eighth of 
an inch, and depart from their 
original size only to conform 
with the current trend in neck- 
wear, averaging around 3% 
inches in width, as opposed to 
the usual four and a half to 
four and one-fourth, and are 
slightly shorter. 

In this collection you will 
find’ six regimental stripes and 
five old school ties. For in- 
stance, the Second Gloucester 
Regiment js represented by a 
tie of red, yellow and black al- 
ternating one-inch stripes and 
the Royal Army Service Corps’ 
tie is of navy, with two narrow 
white stripes, centered with a 
narrow yellow one. The Bri- 
gade of Guards is represented 
by a yellow, white and navy 
tie and the East Riding of York- 
shire, Yoemanry by a tie of Bur- 
gundy, white and black. 

The schools that have been 
thus immortalized on this side 
of the Atlantic include Sussex 
Marlett, Old Oundle, Old Fel- 
stead, Old Eastborne and Old 
Bradfield. 

Although reference material 
on the origin of these ties is 
meager, it is generally assumed 
that they came into being when 
Merry England was in mourn- 
ing for the death of George III. 
It seems that all the schools and 
regiments of the Kingdom adopt- | 
ed similar mourning garb out of 
deference to his passing. In 
order to differentiate between 
the various schools and regi- 
ments some enterprising trades- 
man promoted the wearing of 
identifying ties.

West Germans Grow Flowers 


FRANKFORT— (NANA) — 
While three-fourths of West 
Germany’s food is being sub- 
sidized by American dollars, 
Bizonia’s municipal awthorities 
are encoureging flower beds— 
where vegetable garders used 
to be. | 

All over Germany, streets 
that once were lined with 
“Victory Gardens” now are be- 


ing methodically planted with 


flowers.. A Frankfort authority 
defended this action, saying, 
“We feel the increased beauty 
of our cities will be a better 
morale factor than the small 
yield of food thus sacrificed 

- anyway, there is enough 
food in the shops now.” 

Of the “enough in the shops,” 
most is an outright gift of the 
‘United States through Military 
Government. All the staple 
foods such as flour, sugar and 
fats are direct imports from 
America. Nevertheless, the high 
prices keep this food from the 
mouths of the hungriest. 

In West Germany, where 
control of food distribution and 
its pricing has been handed 
back to the Germans, there is 
everything for those who can 
afford it. Frankfort’s Market 
Street has become a paradise of 
varied vegetables, fruits from 
Italy, sole from the _ English 
Channel, “lobster from Holland, 
tiny incubator chickens and fat 
geese. These are not black-mar- 
ket items, they are legally avail- 
able for anyone who can afford 
the price. 

The average German worker, 
however, has a monthly income 
of $60. A beef or pork roast 
for a family of four costs be-

tween $4 and $5. Chicken, 
cheese, fruits and vegetables 
are proportionately high. Cauli- 
flower, Germany’s all-year- 
round special, sells at 40 cents a 
head. Most housewives are 
happy to stick to their ration 
cards, which cost about $10 a 
month per person. The ration, 
though drab beside all that 
the tempting market offers, is 
enough. Its principal items in- 
clude a monthly one-and-a-half 
pounds of meat, two pounds of 
fat and three pounds of sugar, 
some cheese, and as much bread 
as is desired. If there are chil- 


dren in the family, special milk 
and butter ration tickets are 
given. | 
Mothers of large families, 
particulerly in industrial areas 
like the Ruhr, where prices are 
higher, find they can’t, afford 
the entire ration card. Miners 
complain that, in spite of their 


increased rations, they are still, 


hungry—the reason, “too little 
money for such 
food.” One working woman 
summed up her plight by say- 
ing, “Of course, everything is 
much better in Germany now,

With his finger pointed or a 
toy gun in hand, Junior disposes 
of those around him. What does 
all this mean? Will he grow up 
to be a gangster? Does such play 
build warlike attitudes?

Many parents worry about 
gunplay. They fear that it will 
lead to unpleasant results in 
some way or other.

MINOR SUITS SHOULD BE 
SEEN BUT NOT HEARD 

In an effort to adjust dis- 
putes, where each of the liti- 
gants contends sharply on be- 
half of his own choice of bids, 
we find ourselves occaSionally 
siding with both parties. 

There are countless situations 
in which the procedure is a mat- 
ter of choice. In some cases the 
player is faced with an out-and- 
out guess. In others, the type of 
strategy should be dictated by 
the character of the partner. One 
course may seem appropriate 
with, an optimistic partner, 
whereas a different choice might 
be made with one who is known 
to hold the middle of the road. 

South’s rebid after the two 
club take out is the one in 
question.

Best Teacher Firm, 
But Not Too Strict

Probably the preceding articles in this series for teach- 


ers might be called a general introduction. 


Today—and 


especially because so many different methods of classroom 
procedure (or discipline) are followed in very conserva- 
tive, extremely progressive and middle-of-the-road sys- 
tems—I want to. talk about a teacher’s being what the 


children call “easy.” 

Since I was educated under a 
very strict school regime in my 
early years, and have since then 
observed the free-est of methods, 
besides having taught, I know 
something about this matter of 
group management or discipline. 

Teachers have several aims. 
They want to be successful in 
the amount of subject matter 
they cover, in their method of 
doing it, and in the achievement 
of their pupils. But they also 
want to be liked—that is only 
human. However, the “easiest” 


teacher is not necessarily the 
most loved. 

The teacher who lets the chil- 
dren do pretty much as they 
please, not as she thinks is best 
for them, is not apt to be the 
one they respect most, or grow 
to love and remember in after- 
years. The teacher who makes 
more ,impression upon them, 
who has the power to influence 
them, is the teacher in whose 
room the children work together 
with her. 

Children really like order and 
peace. Did you ever, for in- 
stance, walk through a room in 
a school where a. substitute 
teacher was on the rack before 
a class of seventh-grade boys? 
The destructiveness and‘ confu- 
sion in the air are obvious. And 
then did you, by chance, pass 
into a room where the regular 
teacher with a gift for her pro- 
fession reigned? Did you notice 
the creative sense of order? 

Children work best and are 
happiest, and develop best men- 
tally and socially in a classroom

in which an atmosphere of peace | 
prevails, and where something | 


in accomplishment and behavior 
is expected of them. 


It is obvious that the old-fash- 


ioned inviolate silence, fear-in- 
spired obedience, hands-folded- 
on-desk system of discipline does 
not help. to develop a child. It 
became almost equally obvious, 
after the first years of experi- 
mental progressive education 
had expired, that disorganized 
freedom in the classroom was 


almost as frustrating. The ideal . 


and the workable lies between 
the two.
